The student body as the 1966-67 
year began numbered 3,251 — an 
increase of 423 over last year, and 
of course, another new record. 

The registrar's breakdown shows 
1,212 freshmen; 784 sophomores, 
597 juniors, 484 seniors, 111 gradu- 
ate students and 63 special students. 
The breakdown by sex shows 1,878 
men and 1,373 women. There are 
283 married men and 83 married 
women in die student body.

In response to a request from the

Our progress and expansion will 
proceed on this assumption, In die 
years to come, however, our under- 
graduate curriculum will include 
programs other dian our present 
ones. This is necessary because of 
the changing nature of our tradi- 
tional specialties. Such extension 
and expansion will strengtiien our 
present specialties."
